Members of the Democratic State 
Committee began gathering here 
tonight for their meeting Monday 
to choose their party nomiziee for 
Governor to fill the vacancy on 
the ticket caused by the death of 
Francis M. Wilson. 

Confronted by’ a demand of Boss 
Tom Pendergast of Kansas City 
that his domination of the party 
be officially recognized by accept- 
ing his dictation of the nomination, 
some, at least, of the committee 
were disposed to look upon the 
problem before it as one of grave 
.importance. 

Pendergast and Russell L. Dear- 
mont will arrive tomorrow to direct 
their forces in the conferences dur- 
ing the day and night on the floor 
before the committee Monday. It is 
expected each will have the proxy 
of a member of the committee. 

Suites for headquarters have 
been reserved at the Missouri Ho- 
tel for Dearmont, Judge Park, 
Lioyd V. Stark of Louisiana and 
Judge William T. Ragland, all can- 
didates for the nomination. 

\ Victory Likely. 

In advance of the convention all 
indications pointed to a Pender- 
gast victory, either through the 
nomination of Judge Guy B. Park 
of Platte City or Lloyd V. Stark 
of Louisiana or possibly somebody 
else, if it should develop that Park 
‘was Only a stalking horse for some 
other Pendergast man. 

The more experienced politicians 
of the boss organization played a 
Surer game in the primary than did 
the younger and less experienced 
group which directed the Dearmont 
campaign. The anti-boss leaders 
directed their whole fight to the 
end of bringing about Dearmont's 
nomination. The more practical 
_ Politicians of the boss organization, 
fighting not only for Wilson’s nom- 
ination, but also to make certain 
they would control the party’ ma- 
chinery even if they lost their can- 
didate, gave attention to the selec- 
tion of the members of the State 
Committee. 

As a result of their political sa- 
gacity, there-undoubtedly is a ma- 
jority of the committee friendly to 
’ Pendergast, if not actually con- 
trolled by him. The Pendergast 
forces have announced they are 
certain of at least 36 vyotes for 
Judge Park, or three more than a 
majority, there being 64 members 
of the committee. The Dearmont 
leaders have figured they had 21 
sure votes for him, but it is doubt- 
ful they can count on that many, 
as several are known to be for 
Dearmont only if their votes will 
make a majority for him. 

Dearmont’s Vote Argument. 

Dearmont has announced that he 
_ is in the fight to a finish just as 
he was in the primary, and Ernest 
A. Green, a chief among his sup- 
porters, said there was no second 
choice, 

There has been no intimation so 
far that as practical politicians the 
regular Democrats of the Dearmont 
organization would refuse to sup- 
port the ticket if a Pendergast can- 
didate should be named, but they 
have brought ‘to committeemen the 
. argument that among the 225,000 
votes Dearmont received in the pri- 
mary there were at least 50,000 
which would not go to a Pender- 
gast candidate. These are of in- 
2 dependent voters who supported 
* Dearmont only because of his fight 
to clear the party of boss rule. 


Pendergast, with his almost com-| | 


plete control of Democratic politics 
in Jackson County, where his can- 
didates received majorities of 
around 100,000 in the primary, ap- 
pears to have lined up all the 
nominees on the State ticket in his 
present fight.

“nine: months after the 
storm broke,” the President ‘de- 
clared that the Democratic version 
of the origin of the depression was 
“absolutely untrue,” and was 
“founded upon a complete misun- 
derstanding of what has happened 
in the world.” 

‘“‘The . United States,” he said, 
“did not bring this calamity upon 
the world. The United States is not 
the oppressor of the world. 

“Any Pp which exhibits such 
a lack of economic understanding 
upon which to base national pol- 
icies should not be trusted with 
the fate of -25,000,000 American 
families. 

“They should not be trusted to 


command the battle against the: 


most gigantic economic emergency 
with which our people have ever 
been, confronted, and to bring that 
battle to victorious issue in the re- 
establishment of the functioning of 
our economic machine.” 


He said that i¢ nothing more 
had been the matter with us than 
appeared in the Democratic thesis, 
the depression would have been 
over two years ago. Instead, the 
nation had been compelled to keep 
on fighting against “the most de- 
structive forces which we have 
ever met in the whole history of 
the United States.” 

“And "I am glad to say,” 
added, “fighting victoriously.” 

He said that the Democratic lead- 
ers in explaining the depression, 
gave no indication that they had 
ever heard of the great war and 
the inheritances from it. 

Apparently they had never heard, 
he particularized, of the killing or 
igcapacitating 
the best youth of the earth” in the 
war, or of the $300,000,000,000 that 
the war cost, or the debt that it 
piled up, or of the political insta- 
bility that arose all over Europe 
from “the harsh treaties.” 

Russia and “A New Deal.” 


Apparently, he went on, they 
knew nothing of the economic dis- 
locations in Europe or of the for- 
eign tariff walls set up 12 years 
before the passage of the Smoot- 
Hawley bill, or of the huge increase 
in standing &rmies of the world, 
or the effects on the United States 
of the upheavals in China, India 
and Russia. 


“They have ignored,” he _ said, 
“the effect of. Riissia’s dumping,in- 
to the world thé commodities taken 
from its necessitous people in a 
desperate effort to secure money 
with which to carry on—shall I call 
it—a new deal.”’ 


That last was a sly dig at the 
“new deal” which Gov. Roosevelt 
has said he is offering the people. 

The President went on to tell of 
over-production of basic commodi- 
ties such as rubber, sugar, coffee 
and copper—a condition which, he 
said, brought a collapse of prices 
and with it ‘a train of bankrupt- 
cies and destruction of buying pow- 
er for American goods.”’ 

He recited other world ills—rev- 
olutions, the failure of the gold 
standard in numerous countries, the 
repudiation of debts—and declared 
the Democratic leaders seemed not 
to know the effect of all these 
forces on the United States. 

Replying to the Democratic con- 
tention that high tariffs were im- 
posed abroad as “reprisals” against 
the Smoot-Hawley bill, the FPresi- 
dent said that in fact they were 
set up because “these nations, in 
their financial cragh, impose di- 
rect or indirect restrictions on the 
import of goods in order to reduce 
expenditures of their people.” 

He told of the effect on America 
of the destruction of world com- 
meérce during the dumping of se- 
curities into the American market, 
the drains on our gold, the con- 
traction of credit, and then came 
to the climax toward which we had 
been head@ing: 

“Yet in the face of all these tre- 
mendous facts, our Democratic 
friends leave the impression with 
the American people that the prime 
cause of this disaster was the boom 
in flotation and stock prices and a 
small inci ease in American tariffs.” 
This, -he continued, was the im- 
pression which the Democratic can- 
didate had sought to leave when 
he said that the bubble broke first 
in the United States and the major 
collapse abroad followed. 

Hitting shafply at Roosevelt, he 
added: “I may incidentally remark 
that the state governments have 
the primary responsibility to pro- 
tect their citizens in these matters 
(speculation and the flotation - of 
securities) and that the vast ma- 
jority of such transactions originat- 
ed or took place in the State of 
New York.” 

On a note of defense against. a 
frequent criticism, the President

He said that under the | 
pill 66 per cent of our imports were 
duty free and cited other figures 
which, he said, disproved the claim 
that through the tariff we had pro- 
duced grave dislocations abroad. 

He said that duties were levied 
on only one-third of our imports; 
that the actual increases in the 
Smoot-Hawley bill covered only jo 
one-quarter of dutiable imports; 
that our import trade was only 
one-eighth of the import trade of 
the worl. 

“So they would have us believe,” 
he scoffed, “that this world catas- 
trophe and this destruction of for- 
eign trade happened because the 
United States increased tariffs on 
one-fourth of one-third of . one- 
eighth of the world’s imports. Thus 
we pulled down the world, so they 
tell us, by increases on less than 
one 1 cent of the goods being 
imported by the world.” 

He said that he could “continue 
for hours in an analysis of mis- 
taken statements and misinforma- 
tion from the opposition.” - 

“7 assure you,” he went on, “that 
this country is not to blame for the 
catastrophes that have come on the 
world. The American people did 
not originate the age-old contro- 
versies of Europe. We did not in- 
augurate the great war or the 
panics in Europe.” 

“No, my friends, the increase in 
duties collected by the United 
States by 2.2 per cent calculated 
Yon all the goods we import did not 
bring about the debacle in the 
world,” 

He dwelt on these matters, he 
said, because the Democratic poll- 
cies were founded on misconcep- 
tions “of the utmost gravity for the 
future of the United States.” 

“There is vital determination be- 
fore the American people,” he said, 
to whether there shall be 
placed in power over the destinies 
of 120,00¢,000 people a party which 
so lacks a penetration into the 
forces active in the world and the 
dangers and responsibilities that 
arise from them.” 

Denies Coolie Labor Charge. 

Digressing, as he said, to a per- 
sonal matter, the President quoted 
from what he described as a copy 
of the instructions issued by the 
Democratic National Committee to 
its speakers. It contained a para- 
graph, he said, referring to his 
“dark labor record.” 

He quoted from this paragraph: 
“First and indelible, his early rec- 
ord is clouded by his former part- 
nerships which contracted cheap 
Chinese coolie labor in South Afri- 
can mines.” 

The President branded this as a 
“calumny” which had been ‘“dig- 
proved and denounced time and 
again.”” He said that when Chinese 
labor was imported into South 
Africa he publicly stated that high- 
paid labor was preferable. “Furth- 
er,” he added, “no South African 
concern with which I was ever 
connected ever employed a_ single 
Chinese laborer. But more import- 
ant than this, I happen to have 
in the files in Washington,‘ from 
the. man who first penned these 
lies, a statement under oath, humb- 
ly and abjectly withdrawing them.” 

Again assailing the record of 
the Democratic House of Represen- 
tatives, the President declared that 
so far from accepting his recom- 
mendations for reduction of ex- 
penses, it passed bills which, if they 
had become law, would have cost 
the country $3,500,000,000. 

The President said that in talk- 
ing about labor he spoke from 
“sharp personal experience’”—the 


experience of one who had worked 


with his own hands, as well as that 
of the employer. 
He declared that if strong action 


had not been taken by the Govern-. 


ment, the shocks of the last three 
years “‘would have imperiled the 
republic and the whole hope of re- 
covery.” Business, industry, em- 
ployment and agriculture, he said, 
were “all in the same boat and all 
must come to shore together.” 

He set out, in relation to labor, 
12 measures and policies of his ad- 
ministration, and declared that 
“they speak louder than any prom- 
ises.” 

Averting Hunger and Cold. 

Point No. 1 was the work which 
had been done to avert hunger and 
cold among the unemployed. He 
told of the mobilization of various 
relief agencies and the “victorious 
battle” they had waged, In the 
forthcoming winter, he said, the 
fight would be continued, along the 
same lines. He cited the $300,000,- 
000 made available to the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation for 
loans to the states for relief pur- 
poses, and asserted that he had 
great ‘difficulty with Democratic 
leaders to keep this from being 
made “a pork-barrel operation.”

Employer-Labor Conferences, / 

The second item in his catal 
of measures on behalf of labo 
the calling together of leading ae 
ployers and representatives of or- 
ganized labor, at the White House, 
after the market crash of 1929, and 
the resultant “‘understanding .be- 
tween industry and labor.of the 
complete mutuality of their inter- 
est in the face of national danger.”’ 
He credited the employers with 
having maintained the standard of 
wages in the United . States for 
nearly two years in the face of dis- 
appearing profits. Readjustments, 
he said, had come about only after 
profits had been exhausted and 
the cost of living reduced. Among 
other beneficial results of the 1929 
conference, the President cited the 
construction of new equipment 
which went on durnig the first year 
of the depression and which he 
indicated was about to be resumed. 

Again he repeated that except for 
administration. measures, the 
plight of the country would be/ 
much worse than it is. . “Millions 
more,” he said, “woud have been 
without jobs; wages-would - have! 
been reduced far below their pres- 
ent levels.” 

He deemed it an “astonishing 
spectacle” that during the depres- 
sion there had been fewer indus- 
trial conflicts than in normal times. 

In giving his third point, the 
President alluded to Roosevelt's 
recent statement that in prosper- 
ous times a “nest egg” should be 
set aside for use public works in 
times of depression. 

“He advances this,” said Mr. 
Hoover, “apparently as a’ brand- 
new idea. Now it will doubtless 
surprise him to learn that the eggs 
have not only been laid but have 
hatched.” 

$2,400,000,000 for Construction. 

Saying it had been his settled 
policy to speed up public works, 
he declared that by the end of the 
present fiscal year the Government 
would have expended nearly $2,- 
400,000,000 on construction and 
maintenance work since the de- 
pression began. 

As in previous speeches, he 
called: special attention to what he 
described as the “pork barrel’ 
$1,200,000,000 bill put through the 
House by the Democratic vice-pres- 
idential candidate... The expendl- 
ture of this sum, said Mr. Hoover; 
would have meant the destruction 
of the Government’s credit. He 
asserted that Garner (whom he 
identified without naming) was 
still proposing that bill as a part 
of the policies of the Democratic 
party. 

Point number four was the au- 
thorization to the R. F. C. to lend 
up to $1,500,000,000 for the build- 
ing of public and private works of 
reproductive character. 

Point number five was the ap- 
plication of the principle of shorter 
work hours to those in the Gov- 
ernment service, in order that 
available employment might be 
.spread out over the greatest pos- 
sible number of workers. * 

Under this heading the Presi- 
dent briefly discussed “technologic” 
employment, declaring it be an 

“economic force for which there 
must be a remédy.”’ 

Sixth, the President “instanced 
the setting up of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank system. Indulging in 
another partisan thrust, he said 
that if the Democratic House had 
acted promptly on his Home Loan 
Bank recommendation, hundreds of 
thousands of foreclosures on homes 
would have been avoided, 

Seventh, the President presented 
a table designed to show that, in 
terms of purchasing power, the 
American workér was vastly better 
off than his brother in other coun- 
tries. 

“Let no man say,” he reiterated, 
“that it could not be worse.’’ 

Number eight in the catalogue 
was a defense of the tariff couched 
in familiar Republican terms. Re- 
ferring to his table of comparative 
Wage scales, he asked: “Do you 
want to compete with laborérs 
whose wages in their own money 
are only sufficient to buy from one- 
eighth to one-third of the amount 
of bread and butter which you can’ 
buy at the present rates of wages?”

The funeral is that of Andrew 
Ganis, member of the Progressive 
Miners of America, an organiza-

Two mines of the Peabody Coal‘Co. 
here are being operated by men 
who remained with the old union, 
while the Progressive Union mem- 
bers, until last Thursday, picketed 
ithe mines in an attempt to close 
them. 

After Ganis was fatally wounded, 
several other pickets were shot 
and more than 1000 were arrested 
and told to leave the county. 

Picketing stopped. However, Na- 
tional guard officers view the lull 
as ominous, fearing a renewal of 
the éerilla warfare in which two 
guardsmen have been fired on by 
snipers and one has been beaten by 
a crowd of Progressive sympathiz- 
ers. 

The Ganis funeral] will be held 
in Pawnee, 15 miles west of here in 
Sangamon County. Following serv- 
ices there, the body will be brought 
to Taylorville for burial in Oak 
Hill Cemetery. according to the 
latest announcement. Mount Olive 
Progressive Union members insist 
that the burial will be in the Min» 
ers’ Cemetery there, but local of- 
ficials of the Progressive Union re- 
announced tonight that interment 
will. be in Oak Hill.

European Political Instability. 

’ Democratic: leaders have appar- 
ently not yet learned of the polit- 
ical instability that arose all over 
Europe from the harsh treaties 
‘which ended the war and the con- 
stant continuing political agitation 
‘and creation of fear which from 
time to time paralyzed confidence. 

They have apparently never 
heard of the continuing ecofomic 
dislocation from the transfer on, 
every frontier of great masses of 
people from their former economic 
setting. 

They apparently have not heard 
of the continuing dislocation of. 
the stream of economic life which 
has been caused by the cravings of 
12 new nations from three old em- 
vires, These nations haye,a right- 
ful aspiration to build their own 
separate economic systems;. they 
naturally have surrounded them- 
selves th tariffs and other na; 
ctions and have there- 
by divertéa, the long-established 
currents ade. I presume, how- 
ever, that if our Democratic lead- 
ers should hear of these nine new 
tariff walls introduced into the 
world some 14 years ago they 
would lay them at the door of the 
Smoot-Hawley bin passed 12 years 
later. 

Increased Standing Armies. 

They ‘apparently have not. heard 
of the increase of standing armies 
of the world from two to five mil- 
lion men, with consequent burdens 
upon the taxpayer and the constant 
threat to the peace of the world. 

Democratic leaders apparently 
ignore the effect upon us af the 
revolution among 300,000,000 peo- 
ple in Chita or the agitations 
among 300,000,000 people in India 
or * the SBolshevist revolution 
amongst 160,000,000 people in Rus- 
sia. They have ignored the effect 
of Russia’s aumping into the world 
the commodities taken from its 
necessitous people in a desperate 
effort to secure money with which 
to carry on—shall I call it—a new 
deal. 

The! Democratic leaders appar- 
ently have never heard that there 
has been gigantic over-production 
of rubber in the Indies, of sugar in 
Cuba, of coffee in Brazil, of cocoa 
in Ecuador, of copper in thé 
Congo, of lead in Burma, over- 
production of zinc in Australia, 
over-production of. oil from new 
discoveries in the United: States, 
Russia, Sumatra and Venezuela; 
and likewise the effect of the in- 
troduction into the world of gi- 
gantic areas of new wheatlands in 
the Argentine and in Canada; new; 
cotton lands in Egypt. In. each 
and every case .these enormous 
over-prodactions, far beyond con- 
sumption even in boom times, have 
‘crashed into the immutable law 
of supply and demand and brought 
inevitable collapsé in prices and 
with it a train of bankruptcies and 
destruction of buying power for 
American goods, 

They appear not to recognize that 


these forces finally generated eco-f 


nomic strangulations, fears, and 
panic, the streams of which pre- 
cipitated another long series of 
world-wide disasters. 

The Democratic leaders appar- 
ently never heard that there fol- 
lowed revolutions in Spain and 
Portugal, Brazil, the , Argentine, 
Chile, Peru, Ecuador, Siam, with 
attempts at revolution in a dozen 
other countries, resulting in their 
partial or practi repudiation of 
debt and the constant decrease in 
buying power for our goods. 

They seem not to know that the 
further accumulation of all these 
causes and dislocations finally 
placed a strain upon the weakened 
economic systems of Europe until 
one by one they collapsed in failure 
of their gold standards and the 
partial or -total repudiation of 
debts. They would hold the Amer- 
ican people ignorant that every one 
of these nations in their financial 
crises imposed direct or indirect 


»réstrictions on the import of goods}. 


in order to reduce expenditures of 
their people. They call these “re- 
prisals” against the Smoot-Hawley 
tariff bill. 

They . apparently have never 
heard of the succeeding jeopardy 
in which our nation. was put 
through these destructions of world 
commerce, or the persistent dump- 
ing of securities into the American 
market from these panic-stricken 
countries; the gigantic drains upon 
our gold and exchange; or the con- 
sequent fear that swept over our 
people, causing them to draw from 
our bank resources $1,500,000,000, 
ali of which contracted credit, re- 
sulted in demand for payment of 
debts right and left, ana thwarted 
our every effort for industrial re- 
covery.

Economic Re- 
search, in which it. is shown that 
this depression in the world began 
in 11 countries, having a popula-, 
tion of 600,000,000 people, before 
it even appeared in oust country, 
instead of the bubble having ‘‘first 
-burst in the. United States."" Their 
report shows that the de- 
pression in eight other coun- 
tries, with a population of an- 
other 600,000,000: people started 
at the same time with ours. 
In fact, the shocks from the con- 
tinued economic earthquakes in 
carried our 
prices far below the values they 
would otherwise have sunk’ to, with | 
all its train of greatly increased 
losses, perils, and unemployment. 

No Democratic Jeremiahs, 

Our opponents demand to know 
why the governmental leaders or 
business men over the world did 
not foresee the appro&ch of these 
disintegrating forces. That an- 
swer is simple. The whole world 
was striving to overcome them, but 
finally they accumulated until cer- 
tain countries could no longer 
stand the strain, and their people, 
suddenly overtaken by fear and 
panic, through hoarding and ex- 
porting their capital for safety, 
brought down their own houses and 
these disasters spread like a prairie 
fire through the world. No man 
can foresee the coming fear or 
panic, or the extent of its effect Ir 
did not notice .- any Democratic 
Jeremiahs. 

So much for the beginnings and 
forces moving in this calamity. 

I now come to. the 
statements that the tariff bill of 
1930-has borne a major influence 
in this debacle. 

I quote from the Democratic 
candidate: 

“The Hawley‘Smoot tariff is one 
of the most important factors in 
the present world- wide depres- 
sion.” _.

“A Collection of Dull Facts.” 

I shall analyze the accuracy ot 
these statements not only because 
I should like to get before my 
countrymen a picture of the lack 
of understanding which the Dem- 
ocratic party has of world trade, 
but also for the further reagon 
that it is of vital importance to 
labor that, as our opponents have 
this obsession, it means that if 
they are intrusted with control of 
our government they intend to 
break down the protective tariff 
which is the very first line of de- 
‘fense of the American standard of 
living, against these new forces. 

it requires a ‘collection of dull

The Democratic party seldom 
mentions that 66 per cent of our 
imports are free of duty, but that 
is the fact. From half to two- 
thirds of the trade of the world is 
in nondutiable goods—that is, 
mostly raw materials; another part 
is in luxuries, upon which all na- 
tions collect tariffs for revenue: 
another part, and probably less 
than one-third of the whole, is in 
competitive goods so far as the im- 
porting nation is concerned and 
ene subject to protective tar- 

fs. 

Nondutiable Goods Down Too. 

The trade of the world has dis- 
tressingly diminished under the im- 
pact of these successive dislocations 
abroad. But the decrease is almost 
exactly the same in the free goods 
everywhere as in the dutiable goods. 
That is the case in the United 
States, If the Smoot-Hawley tariff 
reduced our imports of dutiable 
goods, what was it that reduced the 
two-thirds of nondutiable: goods? 
If we explore a little further, we 
would find from the Tariff Com- 
mission that the total duties collect- 
ed in a com le year represent 
16 per cent of the total imports, 
this being an increase from 13.8 
per cent of the. previous tariffs. In 
other words, the effect of the new 
tariff shows an increase of 2.2 
per cent. This ig the margin with 
which they say we have pulled 
down foreign goverfiments, created

Record “of Administration. 

I now wish to examine the rec-

Labor and Industry.

At a later date I 
secured the establishment of a 
definite organization which has 
been engaged for many months in 
the conduct of a campaign 
throughout the country for- the 
adaption of these principles to of- 
fice and service institutions. This 
has already resulted in much ex- 
pansion of employment and relief 
of distress in those occupations.

During 
the year 1930, we not only main- 
tained these types of construction 
work, but stimulated it to above 
normal, to an amount of $500,000,-

Emergency jobs “have 
helped enormously, but the normal 
jobs are the permanent dependence 
of the worker. Emergency jobs 
will never heal the depression. 

Obviously the normal jobs lie in 
the production-and distribution of 
goods and services; in other words, 
the factories, the mills, the mines, 
the railways, the public utilities, 
the stores, the offices. 

And every part of this mechan- 


ism is lubricated by what we call! 


di eee 
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credit. That is, the ability of the 
manager of a business to borrow 
money to buy his raw materials 
and to pay his labor. This credit 
is the very life-blood of this whole 
structure. It is the life-blood of 
jobs. If credit fails, the enterprise 
dries up; it withers or it dies. And 
jobs decrease or disappear. 

And what is the source of credit? 
The savings of the people them- 
selves. These are gathered in a 
myriad of tiny rivulets of their de- 
posits in the banks, their premiums 
to life-insuramce companies, their 
dues to benevolent fraternal organ- 
izations, their payments to build- 
ing and loan associations, and a 
score of other ways. These rivulets 
in total volume are a mighty river. 
Their waters are stored in credit 
reservoirs. These are the banks, 
mortgage companies, the insurance 
companies, investments in the serv- 
ices of industry and business. 


a Credit Born of People. 


Thus credit is born of the people 
themselves. What the people give, 
the people can take away. The 
reservoirs of credit are built upon t 
the confidence of the people in 
them. Fear is death to credit. 

When the great economic earth- 
quakes abroad, struck directly at 
the credit structures of those: for- 
eign countries, the shocks rever- 
berated to us. I have already said 
foreigners dumped their securities 
here at panic prices and demanded 
gold in payment. They claimed 
their deposits from Americaf 
banks. They demanded cash for 
all goods they had sold us. Our 
own people in fear drew out $1.- 
500,000,000 of their savings from 
our own banks. 

Thus credit began to dry up. The 
managers of business turned in vain 
for the accustomed loans to buy 
raw materials and to pay their 
labor. | 

Beyond allthis contraction of 
credit was the fear and panic 
through) the world, spreading its 
destruction into the United States. 
It imperiled the institutions in 
which were the savings of every 
fireside—bank deposits or insur- 
ance policies or investments. In 
this contraction of credit lay dan- 
gers to everyone who owed money, 
for upon demand for immediate 
payment he was compelled to sell 
his property in a limited and vast- 
ly depreciated market and so was 
threatened with ruin.

Fa with these unprecedented 
perils, we took unprecedented steps. 
We refused to allow these de- 
structive forces to run their course 
to chaos and ruin.

Arms Cuts and Buying Power. 


12. It must be clear to you and 
clear to the country that a major 
part of the shocks and dislocations 
which have brought this destruc- 
tion are of foreign origin. They 
are not*of American making; but 
by the facfythat e have suffered 
from them it is implied that labor 
and agriculture have a fundamen- 
tal interest in securing greater sta- 
bility abroad. Our self-contain- 
ment is such that we can build 
back a Jong way on our own re- 
sources. But if it is possible to 
improve the internal stability of 
other nations, it would at once al- 
low them to relax their emergency 
restrictions against exchange and 
the import of commodities; it 
would allow them to return to sta- 
ble currencies and enable the world 
to be free from political shocks— 
all of which build for American 
markets for the American farmer 
and for American labor. It would 
protect the American worker and 
farmer and business man from the 
rising flood of goods due to de- 
preciated currencies and lowered 
standards of living; To this major 
end, which means work for our 
unemployed and increased prices 
for our farmers, we have given 
great devotion over the past year. 


As the first direction to strike 
at the root of such evils I have’ 
proposed that the armaments of 
the world should not only be cut 
by one-third but that the weapons 
and fiiethods in use should be so 
altered as to increase the power 
of defensive weapons and decrease 
the power of offensive weapons. We 
not only thereby seek: to remove 
fear and political shocks but the 
substantial acceptance of this pro- 
posal would save the United States 
over $200,000,000 annually ana 
through savings of taxation in Eu- 
ropean countries would increase 
their buying power by probably a 
‘billion dollars a year. It would re- 
lease a thousand energies among 
their people. 


“Paying Europe’s Debts.’ 


Further, we have taken part in 
the development of a world econ- 
omic conference to be held later 
in the year to consider a multitude 
of monetary and other economic 
questions which will reduce the ob- 
stacles to recovery. 

‘In this connection, with all these 
problems, the European war debts 
to the United States constantly 
arise. I have consistently opposed 
cancellation .of Phese debts. The 
Democratic candidate, to use -his 
own words, proposes to reduce our 
tariffs so that out of Europe's prof- 
its through the increased trade 
they would obtain from us Europe 
would pay us these debt annuities.

The action of the committee in 
nominating a candidate for Gover- 
nor can easily mean success or de- 
jfeat for the Democratic State 
ticket.

Most of .them realized that Mis- 
sourl has been rather consistently 
Republican in presidential elections 
for 30 years, Woodrow Wilson be- 
ing the only Democratic candidate 
for President to carry it in that 
time. It has been roughly figured 
there were some 30,000 or 40,000 
‘more Republicans than Democrats 
in the State.

Ballot Scratching in 1928, 

The number of Republicans vot- 
fing for Roosévelt who would vote 
their regular party ticket on other 
offices was problematical. Ina 
landslide election there is always 
a large number of voters who vote 
the whole ticket straight, but the 
last election demonstrated that in 
Missouri a very large element of 
the voters do not hesitate to scratch 
the ticket. Hoover carried the State 
by 172,000, but the majority of the 
Republican candidate for: Govern- 
or was Only slightly in excess of 
50,000. That’s how much acratch- 
ing of ballots there was in that 
election. 


If it should be that. the Roose- 
velt majority had been overestimat- 


ed and that it was not over 60,000 


to 75,000, the loss of the inddpend- 
ent vote to the Democratic local 
ticket might mean the election of 
the Republican State candidates. 

The nomination of a Pendergast 
candidate would fit well into the 
Republican campaign plans.

SAYS INSULL MADE 
HIS FIRM ASSUME 
FRIENDS’ LOSSES 


Prosecutors Aid Reports 
‘‘Favored Few,” Specu- 
lated, Mississippi Valley 
Utility Paid Bill. 


By the Associated Press, | 
CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—Evidence 


that an Insull company assumed 
large losses to make good on stock 
investments made by close business 
associates of Samuel Insull was dis- 
closed today at the office of State's 
Attorney John A. Swanson, 
Information obtained by John J. 


Bailey, financial expert of the 
State’s Attorney’s office, indicated, 
it was said, that the favored few 
were permitted to speculate in 
stock with money of the Insull 
firms and that, when the market 
slumped, the Mississippi Valley 
Utilities Investment Co., an Insull 
firm, took over their. losses. 

State’s Attorney Swanson was 
not surprised when the State De- 
partment declined to issue the 
presidential warrant for Insull’s 
extradiation from Greece for which 
his two assistants, Charles A. Bel- 
lows and Andrew J. Viachos, ap- 
plied today in Washington. He 
said he was aware the two prose- 
cutors were not in possession of 
sufficient evidence when they left 
heré for Washington. He 
plained: 

“They were sent at this time to 
keep abfeast of the situation there 
and to become acquainted fith the 
red tape necessary to obtain .a 
President’s warrant.’’ 

He said that a deposition to be 
obtained next week from Oliver E. 
McCormick, treasurer of the Mid- 
dle ‘West Utilities Co., would es- 
tablish a prima facie case. 

Bailey, Swanson’s financial as- 
sistant, in explaining how extraor- 
dinary favoritism was shown to 
. friends of Insull, mostly officers in 
his compaines, said: 

“Thése people were allowed to 
buy all kinds of stocks of the Insull 
group with money from various In- 
sull companies, The accounts were 
carried as special investment’ ac- 
counts. When the stock began to 
decline to the point where the 
market values were lower than the 
companies’ investments for these 
individuals, the accounts. were 
charged into the investment ac- 
counts of the Mississippi Valley 
Utilities Investments Co., and were 
closed out under a post-dated jour- 
nal entry. 

“Bome of these entries dated 
back six months, so as to give an 
impression that the various securi- 
ties held in these investment ac- 
counts would have a value some- 
where near the market value as of 
the date specified in.the entry.”

Beat the Bore! 


~ History and November, 1932 


There is nothing unusual about the tremendous 
majorities which the various straw votes are giv- 
ing to Gov. Roosevelt or about the reports from 
numerous states thet long-intrenched Republican Sen- 
ators and Representatives are facing certain defeat 
three weeks hence. Revolts at the polls come at 
intervals and when they come notbing that politicians 
can do or say can stop them. 

A President goes into office with a good majority 
for his party ih éach house of Congress. Adminis- 
tration missteps, a fatal tariff bill, bad appointments; 
a downturn in business follow and a popular reac- 
tion sets in. When the mid-term election comes 
around, the President loses one or both houses of 
Congress. During the last half of the term, adverse 
sentiment accumulates still more rapidly and when 
the next presidential election is held, the opposition 
party wins with a landslide. That is the formula. 
American history bears it out time and again. Wheth- 
er the party in power be the Democrats or ‘the Repub- 
Jicans makes no difference. It was true in Cleveland's 
time. It was true in Taft’s and in Wilson’s. It is 
true in President Hoover's. 

In 1892 Cleveland was elected for his second term 
and with him a Democratic Congress. His party 
received 44 seats in the Senate to 38 for the Repub- 
licans, and 220 House seats to the Republicans’ 126. 
Hard times followed, and in the mid-term election he 
lost both houses of Congress. So complete wag the 
reaction by 1896 that Mark Hanna’s candidate, Wil- 
liam McKinley, in many ways Cleveland's opposite, 


House by about 150 majority. 

In time, the tide of popular esteem turned against 
Wilson. Re-elected in 1916 with Democratic majori- 
ties in Congress, he led the country through the war 
and bore the bryst of the resentment which followed. 
Knowing that We would need a friendly Congress to 
carry out his/ peace program, Wilson asked for a 
Democratic majority in 1918. The country refused 
his request. Instead, it sent back to Washington a 
Republican majority of nearly 60 in the House. The 
seating of Truman H. Newberry gave the Republicans 
an advantage of one vote in the Senate, enough to 
organize and frustrate the Wilson dream of the 
United States leading the world in forging the peace. 
Two years later, the reaction culminated with the 
landslide for Warren G. Harding, a candidate for 
whom many in his party cared nothing. The Senate 
went~Republican by 21 votes, the House by about 
170, overwhelming majorities in each case. 

We now come to the case of President Hoover. 
He was elected on a prosperity platform four years 
ago by the tremendous majority of approximately 
6,000,000 votes. With him he took to Washington a 
Republican majority of 17 in the Senate and: 104 in 
the House. The mid-term election two years ago 
provided the people with their first opportunity to 
register official judgment of the Hoover administra- 
tion. That judgment left no question as to the state 
of the popular mind. The Republican majority of 
17 in the Senate was reduced to one. Illinois and

It is nv 
wonder that Jane Addams and ofher social workers 
have volunteered to support him, They have but ‘one 
choice when they contrast such a reputation with 
that of his opponent, whose padded payrolls caused 
the late Julia C. Lathrop to resign in protest from 
the State Board of Charities.

Von Papen Government in- Ber- 
lin, the paper declared, “has en- 
gaged upon an adventure which 
only can turn against Germany's 
own interests." 

Both Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States, the editorial in Le Temps 
continued, already are disturbed by 
the revival of a military spirit in 
Germany “which raises the threat 
of a new armaments race.”

ey, and dishonor through the sheer 
pusillanimity on the part of its 
leaders.

oe Pocketbook of iF vied State 


: Auctioneers, Experts, Barkers and Others ‘Kies 
' Profit—Modern Objects Turned Into 
‘Antiques’ Almost Overnight. 


This is the second of two artictes 
on the “racket” of the world’s prin- 
cipal market for antiques and art 
odjects, the Hotel Drouot in Paris, 
as exposed by the principal news- 
paper of Paris, “Petit Parisien.” 

PARIS, Oct. 15.—-In the greatest 
store of bargains, Hotel Drouot, the 
public auction hall of Paris, some- 
thing like 300,000,000 francs (about 
$12,000,000) flow every year into 
the pocketbook of the French state. 
And into other pocketbooks, .too. 
The auctioneer, the barker, the 
porters, the experts, the vast and 
diverse crowd of art and curio 
dealers—all live off the stream of 
gold and banknotes that passes 
through the dusty auction sales 
building in the heart of Paris, year 
after year—since the days of Henry 


France. 

The auctioneer, announcing, “ad- 
judged,” about every two minutes, 
would seem the master of the sales 
at Hotel Drouot to you, to. me, to 
any outsider. He isn’t. Too many 
secret forces work against him. 

Some Make $30,000 a Year. 

His income varies between $3000 
and $30,000 a year. It depends 
partly on the commissions he le- 
gally obtains on every sale, and 
partly on the “common fund.” Part 
of his commission goes automati- 
cally to that common fund which 
every two months is distributed 
evenly among the score of public 
auctionécrs of Hotel Drouot. The 
common fund renders the auction- 
eer’s income fairly stable. It safe- 
guards him in cases of heavy losses. 
For, the auctioneer is held respon- 
sible-for each sold item in regard 
to the purchaser and for the price 
of the object in regard to the 
seller. 

His success depends entirely 6n 
a sort of psychological flair. The 
auctioneer who knows how to spur 
on pride, the spirit of competition, 
overcome hesitation, play upon hu- 
man vanity, is the one whose com- 
missions may average $30,000 a 
year, The auctioneer cannot run 
a private business, however out- 
standing his knowledge of artistic 
and other merchandise might be. 

Three types of employes make 
sums at Hotel Drouot that cannot 


‘be ealculated from the total of a 


sale. They are the experts, the 
barkers and the porters. 
Experts-are. men of studious ap- 
pearance, seated at the side of the 
auctioneers and generally looking 
over scribbled notes, or jotting. 
down figures. Their manner, in

Antiquarians like to use Hotel 
Drouot as a reference, By means 
of a middleman, they “sell,” let us 
say, a Louis XV sofa to themselves.

Noth- 
ing.is easier than to convince a pro- 
spective purchaser that the piece of 
furniture is worth a minimum of 
40,000 france—the price at which 
the sofa was “obtained” at Hotel 
Douot, plus the customary ex- 
penses and commission. 

Hotel Dreuot sales follow the 
fashions of the day.

The St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change is calling a meeting of real 


estate agents and. brokers from 
every section of the State to be 
held in Jefferson City Wednesday, 
Oct. 26, for the purpose of discus- 
sing and adopting a unified pro- 
gram of legislation affecting real 
estate in Missouri to be introduced 
in the fifty-seventh General Assem- 
bly in January. 

In addition to the president and 
members of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Real Es- 
tate Exchange, representatives 
from other cities in Missouri hav- 
ing’an organization of real estate 
men, including St. Louis County, 
Kansas City, Joplin, Sedalia, Han- 
nibal, St. Joseph and real estate 
agents from 25 other cities in the 
State wherg there are not suffi- 
cient agents to support a lecal or- 
ganization, will be in attendance at 
this meeting. 

The St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change has already announced that 
it will sponsor the introduction and 
passage of legislation in the next 
State Legislature to permit of the 
payment of general property taxes 
in quarterly installments instead of 
an annual lump sum as at present; 
reducing the penalty,on delinquent 
taxes from 1 per cent per month 
to % of 1 per cent per month; and 
a State law licensing and regulat- 
ing real estate agents and brokers 
earrying a bond running to the 
State of Missouri. : 

To Protect Purchasers. 

In addition the St. Louis .Ex- 
change, through its Legislative 
Committee, has concluded to spon- 
sor the following additional legis- 
lation: 

To prevent the Recorder of Deeds 
from accepting for recording - a 
trustee’s deed or mortgagee’s deed 
under power of sale in foreclosure 
of any deed of trust or mortgage 
unless the principal note or notes 
or other principal obligations 
which were upaid when the fore- 
closure sale commenced and for 
the default in payment of which 
foreclosures is had. are presented 
to him and requiring the Record- 
er of Deeds to make a notation on 
the said principal note or notes of 
other principal obligations show- 
ing-that such deed in foreclosure 
has been filed of record. This 
measure is to safeguard the pub- 
lic against holders of deeds of 
trust or mortgages under which a 
foreclosure sale has been had on 
the property secured by such deed 
of trust or mortgage from again 
selling the security to an innocent 
purchaser without ‘giving notice 
that the said security is no longer 
an encumbrance on the rea! estate. 

To make the identification by 
the Recorder of of notes or 
bonds secured by &® deed of trust 
or mortgage compulsory. At pres- 
ent it is optional as to whether the 
‘princiual notes or bonds secured by 
a mortgage or deed of trust at the 
time of recording the same should 
be identified by the Recorded of 
Deeds. This legislation will pro- 
tect the purchasers of real estate 
securities in that it will make the 
forging of deeds of trust or mort- 
gages and the notes secured there- 
by more difficult than the present. ; 
At the same time it will give fur- 
ther protection to the owners of 
real estate from having forged 
deeds of trust or mortgages issued 
against their porerty and sold to 
innocent purchasers. 

Measure to Be Discussed.

That's because the amended law 
in force today, has extended the 
sophomore quarterback and ram- 
season from one meéenth te two 
months, and has delayed the 6pen- 
ing date from Oct. 1 to the more 
seasonable one of Oct. 16—for 
Missouri and Illinois and other 
states in this belt. 

The effect of the change was no- 
ticeable.

Hundreds of blinds have been 
constructed along the Missouri aud 
Mississippi rivers and their tribu- 
taries, preparatory to opening of 
the season.

DON'T shoot your gun after 
falling, climbing a bank or whlk- 
ing over newly plowed ground 
until you have examined the bar- 
rel and find it clear. ; 

DON’T let your gun muzzle 
point toward water, for, if the 
gun is fired with muzzle under 
water, it will explode in most 
cases. 

DON'T shoot at movement— 
it may be a man, COw or other 
livestock. Be®sides, every sports- 
min not only wants to see his 
game, but hit it in a vital spot.

To begin with, the Federal law 
supersedes the state law wherever 
they conflict, unless the state law 
be even more restrictive than the 
Federal. 

No state law can extend the sea- 
son or increase bag lignits against 
the Bederal stipulation; on the oth- 
er hand, the state can still further 
curtail seasons or bag limits as es- 
tablished by the Federal act. 

Thus, in Missouri, the total num- 
ber of ducks a hunter may have in 
his possession is only 25, whereas 
the Federal law permits 30. The 
state limit, in such cases, prevails 
over the Federal. 


Hunter, Know Your Ducks! 


NOTHER point relates to the 
A species of ducks that may be 

shot and in what numbers. The 
Federal law bars absolutely the 
shooting of wood duck, ruddy duck 
and bufflehead or “butterball.” Of 
ether ducks that may legally be 
hunted during the open season, the 
bag limit is qualified by restricting 
the number of any certain species 
The law reads: 

“Daily Bag Limit—Ducks, 15, 
but not more than five eider 
ducks nor more than 10 of any 
one or of all in the aggregate of 
canvashacks, redheads, scaup, 

shovelers , 


- « « »« Not more than 
two days’ bag limit of ducks may 
be in at one time. Bag 
and -possession limits are sub- 
ject to reduction by state laws.” 

Several varieties of ducks speci- 
fied above are seldom or never seen 
in this vicinity. Others, such as 
teal, are of course common. 

The restriction means that if the 
hunter had 30 ducks in his posses- 
sion, he could not have more than 
20 teal, or 20 canvasback. or 20 
redheads, etc., or, were it possibile,

Arkansas, on the other hand, 
will not open its hunting season 
under the migratory bird law until 
Nov. 16 and shooting there will be 
legal until Jan. 15, 1933.

An aviator, casually surveying the 
ground below as he flew over a stretch 
of California desert recently, noticed 
strange designs on the barren terrain. 
They seemed to .be gigantic representa- 
hons of a man aid a quadruped. The 
aviator returned and photographed the 
figures from. the air, then took his pic- 
tures to the Los Angeles Museum. The 
museum quickly organized an expedition, 
and, with the co-operation of the United 
States Army Air Corps, made a scien- 
tific investigation of the designs, finding 
them to be ancient intaglio pictographs 
—depressed silhouettes, evidently made 
by human hands, on the surface of the 
desert. Arthur Woodward, curator of 
history at the Los Angeles Museum and 
a member of its expedition, has written 
for the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine 
the following account of these mysterious 
pictographs.

A Special Writer for the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Magasine 


the mesa lands beside the 

turgid waters of the Colo- 

rado River in California, 

and eighteen miles north of 

Blythe, are a series of; gi- 

gantic pictographs, the lat- 
est discoveries in the field of archeology, 
made possible through the most modern in- 
vention of the age, the airplane. 

Centuries ago, unknown Indian tribes 
men, toiling with fingers and rude tools, 
cut huge figures of men, animals and rep- 
tiles in the surface of the low, pebbled 
river benches, now a part of the state of 
California, leaving these odd monuments 
of their religious zeal for the bewilderment 
of archeoligists. 

My friend, George Palmer, was flying 
down from Las Vegas, Nevada, to Blythe, 
California, following the brown thread of 
the Colorado as a convenient guiding line, 
and as he flew he idly noted the aspects 
{ the terrain beneath. 

He had made the trip many times and had not 
noticed anything unusual, but this day he was more 
alert. It was very warm, the air was thin and as 
more than an idle pastime he was mentally checking 
various possible fieldse or spots in which he might 
set his plane down in case of a forced landing. 

Suddenly he saw what appeared to be the out: 
ined figure of a man, spreadeagled on the dark 


+>» PRAWLED on the tops of 
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earth almust iumedsately beneath his ship. He was 
cruising at 5000 feet and for a moment thought he 
was seeing things. Curious about the strange phe- 
nomenon he banked, dropped lower and flew back 
over the spot, this time within a few hundred feet 
of the surface. :

top was an unmistakable human figure. A gaunt, 
gigantic figure, unlike anything he had ever seen. 

What was it? What was it doing out here in 
the heart of the virgin desert, miles from civilization? 
Who had made it? Why? 

These questions raced through his. brain. 

He circled slowly over the area and found another 
and yet another. Three groups in all, some half to 
three quarters of a mile apart. 


One group consisted of a human. figure partially 


inside a circle, near this man was a strange four- 
legged animal and a serpentine coil. Another mesa 
held the isolated outline of a man and on a third 
level space was the largest man-like outline, again 
accompanied By the same long-tailed, long-legged 
animal and the reptilian coil. ay 
Marveling over these groups, Palmer flew into

hopes .of obtaining some information. 

The writer, being in charge of the His- 
tory Department at that institution, began 
checking on the information, and the re- 
sult was zero. However, it seemed certain 
that® here was an absolutely new archeo- 
logical discovery of a magnitude, almost 
ludicrous. Here were the figures of super- 
men; sprawled on their backs, within eigh- 
teen miles of a well traveled trans-conti- 
nental highway, in. an area over which 
many prospectors and surveyors had 
tramped time and again, yet apparently 
never reported. * 

In 1930 the United States Army Air 
Corps co-operated with the National Mu- 
seum at Washington, whereby the latter in- 
stitution was able to obtain a survey of 
the ancient canal system built by the long 
vanished Hohokam in the Gila and Salt 
river valleys, untold centuries ago. 
BVIOUSLY to obtain sharp, clean cut 
photographs of these new figures, it 
would necessitate the use of an able pilot, 
and a professional photographer. The writer 
got in contact with the authorities at March 
Field, one of the largest flying fields in the 
United States, near Riverside, - California. 

Lieutenant-Colonel C. C. Arnold, an in- 
ternational authority on aviation, became 
interested in the matter and found that he 
could assign one of the aviators at the field 
on such a mission. 

The man selected was Lieut. Minton W. 
Kaye, in charge of the 23d Photographic 
Section, Air Corps, U. 8S. Army, an ex- 
tremely able pilot and well accustomed to 
desert flying. ; 

At first, Palmer had offered to obtain a 
plane and pilot it, acting as guide and con- 
voy to the Army plane, and also affording 
a means of aerial transportation for the 
author. 

However, Dr. Charles Van Bergen, 
honorary curator of archeology, expressed 
his desire to see the figures, and offered 
to furnish a car for transportation of the 
patty to the spot, in consequence of which 

the plans were changed. a 

The result was that Dr. Van Bergen, Palmer and 
myself went to Blythe in the car kindly furnished by 
Dr. Van Bergen, while Lieutenant Kaye and Sergeant 
Stephen McAlko, cameraman, took off from March

Kerry Patch had won! 

A rank outsider, quoted at odds of 
30 to 1 in the betting, had confounded 
the experts and scored the most spec- 
tacular upset in the long history of 
this turf classic. 

“Who in the world is Kerry Patch?’’ 
everyone asked. ‘‘And who is this Lee 
Rosenberg who owns him?”’ 

The answer to those questions forms 
an unusual story—the story of a man 
who always remained attached to the 
scenes of his youth. For Lee Rosen- 
berg was raised in the rough-and-ready 
section of North Side St. Louis known 
as Kerry Patch. It was at a livery sta- 
ble in that neighborhood that he first 
acquired his abiding affection for 
horses, and he bought his first race 
horse because its name was similar to 
that of a childhood playmate. 

Kerry Patch—as everyone in St. 
Louis knows—is neither an elegant 
nor wealthy district. But Lee Rosen- 
berg, even after he moved to New York 
and became a prosperous cotton brok- 
er, was never ashamed of this humble 
place of his beginnings. And when one 
of his most promising colts was foaled 
two years ago, with a great glow of 
pleasure he named the youngster Ker- 
ry Patch. And even though this horse 
had won only two of its 15 races this 
year, Rosenberg bravely entered him 
for the Futurity, tn spite of the expen- 
sive fees attached to such an entry, 
and in spite of the high quality of the 
competition. But sentiment triumphed. 
Kerry Patch won. And the racing 
world is still talking about a horse 
race in which sentiment scored a 
smashing victory over form. 

Forty-three years ago, at the time of 
the running of the first Futurity, Lee 
Rosenherg was a 10-year-old youngster 
living in North St. Louis at the edge 
of the Kerry Patch district, which 
roughly included the territory between 
Hogan and Twelfth streets, Carr street 
and Cass avenuo, 

The district received its name be- 
cause of its predominantly Irish pop- 
ulation. In those days, at least, it was 
St. Louis’ equivalent for San Francis- 
co's “South of the Slot” and

NEW YORK. 
DON’T see any 
reason why a man 
can't be serious 
, without being: sol- 
emn, or devoutly 
religious without 
being dreary. Ac- 
cording to my way 
of thinking, you 
can: be pious and 
still enjoy music, dancing, an occa- 
sional glass of wine and card playing 
in moderation.”’ 

Those are the words of the Rev. 
Henry Scott Rubel, Episcopal priest of 
the Diocese of Chicago. He practices 
what he preaches, for he has just taken 
a year’s leave of absence from his re- 
ligious duties to come to New York to 
write songs and sketches for radio 
broadcast and to complete a novel. 

For .a priest to be interested in such 
unorthodox occupations as the compo- 
sition of secular songs and the writing 
of novels is decidedly unusual, but it 
is only the latest expression of the 
Rev. Mr. Rubel’s unusual tempera- 
ment. Although a man of sincere re- 
ligious convictions and earnest belief, 
he has done many things which one 
doesn’t usually associate with the ca- 
reer of a minister of the gospel. 

While rector of St. Michael and All 
Angels Episcopal Church in Berwyn, 
near Chicago, from which he recently 
resigned to .come to New York, he 
wrote and produced two musical come- 
dies as a means of raising money to 
help pay off the church mortgage. Be- 
fore that, he married a well-known 
actress, after a romantic courtship. 
And while in Berwyn his wife sur- 
prised the more conservative members 
of the community by giving lessons in 
tup dancing and. musical comedy tech- 
nique, using the funds so gathered for 
church purposes. 

His coming to New York for a year 
doesn't at all mean that he intends to 
give up his career as a priest for the 
writing of popular songs and novels. 
On the contrary, he plans to go back 
to the Chicago diocese and serve as 
rector in another church when his vol- 
untary leave of absence expires. 

The truth is that the Rev. Mr. Rubel 
really gave up a potential career as a 
writer of musical comedy to become a 
priest. When he entered the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin in 1916 it was to 
study engineering. The next year the 
war broke out and he promptly enlist- 
ed in the navy as a radio electrician. 
He served in the North Sea and rose 
to a petty officership. 

When he finished his active service 
in the navy he returned to college. His 
interests had shifted from engineering 
to liberal arts. He worked his way 
through college by writing a humorous 
Column called “Ink Alley” for the 
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Wisconsin State Journal and by draw- 
ing comic cartoons. It was at Wis- 
consin that his talent for writing 
musical comedy first asserted itself, 
for he wrote the music and books for 
three undergraduate productions. 


Everyone predicted a bright future 
for him as a humorist and composer 


of popular songs. It was agreed that 
if he came to New York he would 
have no trouble getting launched in 
Tin Pan Alley or in writing for the 
stage or radio. 


. E CAME to New York, and then 
H a curious thing happened. In- 


stead of following the path ev- 
eryone had predicted, he enrolled in 
the General Theological Seminary to 
become an Episcopal priest! He wasa 
brilliant student of theology, and in 
1923 was ordained a deacon and later 
that year was ordained a priest and 
was attached to St. Paul's, in Milwau- 
kee, as curate. 

Strangely enough, his interest in the 
theater had never been abandoned. 
The usual procedure, when a man 
takes on an active life in religion, is 
for him to divorce himself completely 
from his more worldly activities. 

“But I never felt that the stage was 
in itself sinful,’ says the Rev. Mr. 
Rubel. “Few things, in themselves, 
are. It’s the abuses that make most 
things evil. After all, the first the- 
aters were churches. The stage, the 
moving picture and. the radio today 
can be great forces for good and hap-

piness. Many people have the iden that 
if something gives pleasure, no matter 
how innocent, it is nevertheless anti- 
religious. I have always felt, on the 
contrary, that anything that gives de- 
cent and harmless enjoyment to peo- 
ple is in itself religious. It makes the 
world a happier place to live in. It 
makes us enjoy God’s world just that 
much more.”’ 

Thus, while he was studying theol- 
Ogy at the seminary in New York he 
was an enthusiastic patron of the the- 
ater and became an active member of 
the Episcopal Actors’ Guild, at The 
little Church*’Around the Corner. He 
even took part in a play produced by 
members of the guild. 

Then one day he was introduced to 
a young actress, Miss Dorothy Deuel.

With a tape line obtained in 
Blythe we began taking the mea- 
surements of the unique picto- 
graphs. 

We found that the first man we 
encountered measured 95 _ feet 
from crown to toes. He had an 
arm spread of 70 feet. The cir- 
cle which cut across the figure 
just below the knee joints was 142 
feet in diameter, the path being 
two and one-half feet wide. Ap- 
parently, this was some sort of a 
dance ring. It had that appear- 
ance. 

South of the man in the ring 
was one of the animal figures. It 
looked suspiciously like a horse 
but the tail was longer than any 
horse’s tail should be and the

feet were peculiar, knob-like af- 
fairs. Not far from this creature 
was a small snake-like coil. 

This animal was 36 feet long 
from the tip of its nose to the 
base of its tail. The legs varied 
from 15 to 19 1-2 feet in length. A 
huge white stone, carried from 
a distant wash, formed the eye 
of the brute. The mouth was open. 

After recording our measure- 
ments we walked over thf gently 
rolling, barren megas to another 
figure, that of. the man alone. 
This gentleman was 98 feet long. 

The last group visited proved 
the best of all. In this triad, the 
human figure was 167 feet in 
length. It had an arm span of 
164 feet. The nose was:a white 
rock one foot long. The left foot 
measured 16 feet from heel to 
toe. 

One of the odd features about 
all of the human figures were the 
peculiar, wavy lines radiating’ 
from either side of the head. 

On the largest figure, these 
measured 47 feet in length. They 
seemed to have been formed by 


pressing down the most highly. 


polished pebbles in long, irregular 
lines giving the effect of a super 
glo&ks on the rocks, which was all 
the more remarkable considering 
the fact that all of the pebbles 
bore that rich buttery patina. 

The animal in this case was 50

We spent several hours wander- 
ing around on the mesas. One 
fact was quite noticeable. The ar- 
tisans, whoever they were, realized 
that flat, level spaces were essen- 
tial for the longevity of their crea- 
tions. In every instance, only the 
smoothest areas had been select- 
ed, and no erosion was visible. 

However, rainfall is seanty in 
that region and most of the water 
is speedily absorbed by the 
parched soil. The ground is so 
closely set with the polished peb- 
bles that there is no loose sand, 
in consequence of which, the fig- 
ures cannot be filled with aeolian 
drift debris. | 

We left the gigantic intaglio 
figures with reluctance. 

They fascinated us. 
they hurled a challenge. 

They mocked us with their si- 
lence. The silly stone eyes of ani- 
mals and men leered at us from 
the ground, defying us to solve 
the riddle of their creation. 

Later we ransacked the litera- 
ture on the region. We found two 
clues. One was at the Needles, on 
the Colorado River many miles to 
the north. 

There is a vast area of land 
covered with parallel rows of 
stones, heaped together with the 
same technique used in the manu- 
facture of the Blythe giants. We 
learned that there had been two 
human figures at one time incor- 
porated in this ‘‘Mojave -Maze”’ as 
it was called. However, railroad 
construction gangs wrecked these 
figures in 1888 and 1894. It is 
said that photographs were made 
of these grotesque human outlines 
in the maze in 1892, but we have 
not been able to locate them. 

Down in the Gila Valley the 
Pima Indians have a similar gi- 
gantic figure which is made in 
much the same manner. This 
creaturé represents ‘a cannibalis- 
tic monster of a Pima legend,
